DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 3 5 U.S.C. 121:

Groups I-V are comprised of multiple inventions which are 
the products or methods drawn to different and distinct 
sequences which do not render obvious each other and thus are 
patentably distinct. Applicant must elect a single invention 
which is the product or method drawn to one specific sequence to

which the claims will be restricted. The applicant must also 
indicate which claims are readable on the elected invention. 
Note, this restriction to examination of a single sequence is 
due to the now very high and undue burden for examining more 
than one sequence which is caused by the continued exponential 
increase of size of the sequence databases to be searched for 
each sequence, resulting in a corresponding increase in computer 
search time and examiner time for reviewing the computer search 
results.

The methods of Groups III 
and IV comprise steps which are not required for or present in 
the methods of the other groups: recovering the expressed 
protein (Group III) and selecting a compound that has binding 
activity (Group IV) . The end result of the methods are 
different: recovered protein (Group III) and screened compound 
(Group IV). Thus, the operation, function and effects of these 
different methods are different and distinct from each other. 
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Therefore, the inventions of these different, distinct groups 
are capable of supporting separate patents. 

Inventions of Group I and Group III are related as product 
and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct 
if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product 
(MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially process, as a probe for the presence 
of the nucleic acid sequence. 

Inventions of Group III and Group II are related as process 

of making and product made. The inventions are distinct if 

either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 

process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 

different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made 

by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)).

In the instant case ? the product can be made by a materially 
different process, by recovery from natural sources or made 
synthetically. 

Inventions of- Group 1 1 and Group IV are related as product 
and process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct 
if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
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for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product 
(MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed 
can be used in a materially different process, to make 
antibodies against the protein. 

Except for the specific relationships described above, the 
inventions of Groups I -II and V and Groups III -IV are unrelated. 
Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects 
(MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different products of Groups I-II and V are not used in or made 
by the methods of Groups III -IV. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to
